preciate. This is proved by the admiration 
that the Trenton has excited everywhere. 
Until recently it has pleased cougress to 
withhold authority for the building of new 
ships and to insist upon granting money for 
the repairing of ships that were incapable of 
repairs, and the authorities of the navy de 
partment have done the liest they could by 
building new ships out of the repair fund. 
This adds somewhat to the cost and gives the 
accounts a puzzling and even an ugly look to 
a stranger, but it does not follow that the 
money spent has been stolen or enormously 
wasted 

"Much of the money charged In the ac- 
counts as reiiairs to the Mohican has been 
■pent ui<on objects pertaining to the general 
and permanent equipment of the yard. The 
same remarks covers the case of the Pensa 
cola, which preceded the Mohican at Mare 
Island, aud the book accounts which foot up 
much more largely than those of the last 
named vessel. For years almost the entire 
yard was maintained and developed by ap- 
propriations allotted 
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nere spent over and abovi 
it in putting her in order, 
three or four times In all, after loug oessv 
tions of work caused by want of money. 
Ship and mechanical work is more expensive 
on the Pacific than on the Atlantic slope, as 
the treasury department found when it built 
the revenuo cutter Corwin by contract out 
there; but a navy yard is very nee 
essary on the Pacific coast aud one can- 
not be kept in ellicieut condition un 
less provided with work. Tim- aud agaiu 
the commandaut has been obliged to kee] 
under pay a eonslderab 
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the polities of California and 
Oregon. The navy officers on duty at the 
yard could not help this, as the whole mat- 
ter was supervised at and directed from 
Washington. There used to be many so- 
called master workmen on the permanent 
rolls who rarely saw the inside of the yard au ! 
whose names fl ;ured largely as candidates 
or managers in every political campaign. 
Besides this, Imfore every election large uum 
bers of men would be taken on temporarily 
at the yard by orders from th • navy depart 
ment, when nothing could be found for them 
to do. During President Arthur's adminis-

The officer whose statements are above re 
pm te,| spoke also of the need of a bet tec in 
spection service for the navy, and hopoo 
that the papers would afford the means ol 
calling the attention of Secretary Whittle) 
to the matter. He explained his views by 
saying tuat many scandalous and immoral 
things are done by officers, to the infamy of 
the service, of which the doi>artiiient, undei 
its present system, never takes cognizance. 
If complaint is made confidentially the In 
forniant is told that charges are required, 
and if charges are preferred by auy but thi 
immediate commanding officer of the offen- 
der, the accuser is suspected of ulterior de 
signs and finds himself in an unpleasant situ 
ation.

He also said that they 
were an evil and that the peuny grocer 
was the poor man's enemy.
